The cry of Repeal was frantically 
yelled by the ragged mob and their interested instigators ; and 
while the true interpreters of O’Connell’s views limited: them- 
selves to the promise of efforts to obtain justica and equality, the 
frenzied Young Irelanders revelled in fiery menaces and pro- 
phetic visions of an Arcadian independence. If the spirit of 
O'Connell could have revisited the scenes in which it once de- 
lighted, it would assuredly have lamented the impotent whirl- 
wind and the futile storm which it raised when the body which it 
tenanted was above the earth.

FUNERAL OF MR.'O'CONNELL. 


From the earliest dawn on Tuesday, the 3d inst., the gates of 
Marlborough Street Church were besieged by crowds of anxious in- 
dividuals of both sexes, and on the opening of the church at six 
o'clock, it was at once filled in both aisles and galleries. The sacri- 
fice of the mass then commenced to be offered at the high altar, and 
the two smaller ones also. As each clergyman concluded he was 
succeeded by another, and thus the mass was offered up continuously 
during canonical hours for the soul's eternal rest of the departed, 
‘The means for entrance into and exit from the church were at dif- 
ferent ends of the building, and thus as one congregation departed, 
another succeeded from the vast crowd outside. In preparation for 
this solemn and melancholy occasion it is supposed that not less than 
twelve or fourteen hundred dignitaries and clergymen of the Catholic 
Church have already arrived in Dublin. 

The solemn obsequies for Mr. O'Connell took place on Wednes- 
day, the 4th. . For more than two hours before the time appointed 
for the commencement of the obsequies, every approach to the 
church was crowded, The admission was by tickets, issued by the 
Cemeteries Committee; and though many were disappointed, alithe 
church could contain were accommodated. 

The interior of the church was clothed in mourning, and in every 
way fitted for the occasion. ‘The muffled windows scarcely let in the 
light of day, but four hundred wax lights in chandeliers cast a sombre 
effulgence on the dark scene, which added much to the imposing 
effect of its solemnity and its grandeur. Directly in front of the 
altar was the catafalque, on which the coffin containing ,the remains 
of O'Connell rested ; it was covered with black cloth. A canopy, 
supported by four pillars, was raised over the upper dais or platform, 
on which the coffin was placed. From each of those pillars pro- 
jected a chandelier of exquisite workmanship. ‘The four chandeliers 
cast the brilliancy of tweive lights on the lid of the coffin. Lower 
down were twenty-four lights, and lower down again thirty-six 
around the catafalque. The front gallery was set apart for the im- 
mediate friends and relatives of the deceased. In it were the four 
sons of Mr, O'Connell—Maurice, John, Morgan, and Daniel—with 
many other relatives, and several of the ladies of the family. In front 
of it was the O'Connell arms, with the supporters, motto, and crest 
in the form of a hatchment. On the sides and ends of the upper 
dais of the catafalque the arms of the family were emblazoned. 
Over the front door we saw them also on stained glass, on a white 
ground, diapered with shamrocks, and surrounded with a border of 
the same national emblem. In the corners of this stained glass was 
the Irish harp, and the initials D.O.C. in ornamental letters of 

zolden hue. In front of the organ loft, and around the catafalque 
were suspended scrolls, on which were written in Latin the inscrip- 
tions adopted at the obsequies at Rome, 

Before eleven o'clock the church was filled, 
leries were occupied by the laity. 
clergy. The ladies present commonly wore some emblem of mourn- 
ing. The office commenced a little after eleven. The nine lessons 
of the nocturns were read by nine of the prelates present. The 
grand high mass commenced as soon as the office had terminated. 
Lhe Venerable Metropolitan, the most Rey, Dr, Murray, presided. 

The faneral oration was preached by the Rev. Dr. Miley. He 
described O'Connell’s victory in death, his fame at Rome and all 
over the world. He gave an eloquent account of the obsequies in 
Rome—of the journey homewards—of the passage through the Alps, 
their reception in France and in England—asked where could 
O'Connell be rivalled among the great men of the past—vindicated 
O'Connell's principles in language forcible and eloquent, alluded to 
O'Connell's sincere devotion to his religion, and to the new link by 
which he has bound Ireland to Rome by sending his heart there, 
dwelt feelingly on O'Connell’s great love for the Irish people, and 
expressed his conviction, that the suffering of the poor in Ireland had 
pressed so heavy upon him as to hasten his death, and concluded by 
recommending that O'Connell’s remains should be interred near his 
childhood's home. 

The solemn absolution which the Pontifical prescribes in offices, 
for a pope, a bishop, or a prince, was given over the remains of 
O'Connell. This interesting ceremony, so seldom celebrated, and 
which gave to O'Connell the dignity of a prince in the Catholic 
Church of his native land, was thus performed: — The five senior 
bishops, the Most Rev. Drs. Murray, MacHale, and Nicholson, and 
Right Reverend Drs. Keating and Whelan, left the sacristy in black 
copes, followed the master of the ceremonies to the catafalque, and 
took their positions at the respective corners, the celebrant remain- 
ing at the head. Each in turn then gave the usual absolution pre- 
ecribed in the Roman Pontifical. And thus ended the most solemn 
obsequies ever celebrated in Dublin. 

Whether we regard the number of persons, the solemn order with 
which the ceremony was conducted, the air of religious zeal which 
pervaded the moving masses, and the melancholy occasion upon 
which they had assembled, we must pronounce the procession of 
O'Connell's funeral the most; imposing spectacle ever beheld in 
Ireland.

Austrian Sraristics. — It appears by the statistical returns of 
1843, recently received by the Austrian Government, that in that 
year the total population of the whole empire was 36,098,330 souls — 
the army amounting to 504,988. In 1842 the population was 
35,804,152 souls. The number of houses had increased in a year 
from 5,036,548 to 5,070,960, and that of families from 7,444,160 to 
7,576,622, The population of the year 1843, compared with that of 
1840, shows an increase of 2 99 per cent. 

Sarveinc.—It appears from a Parliamentary return that the num- 
ber of British ships entered inwards from ports of Europe, not being 
British possessions, in 1821, was 6044 (of 690,655 tons); while there 
cleared outwards to ports in Europe, 5013 British ships (of 555,628 
tons). In 1838, the number entered inwards was 9087 (of 1,289,980 
tons), and clearing outwards, 9060 ships (of 1,319,097 tons), In the 
last year, 1846, there were 13,615 British ships (of 1,981,322 tons) 
entered inwards; and 13,467 ships (of 2,029,828 tons) cleared out- 
wards.

by the King, relative to the Jews in that kingdom : — “ Chap. 1 
section 1. Our Jewish subjects shall enjoy and be liable to rab it 
so far as this present law otherwise provides, the. same Eblivetidns 
and the same civil rights as our Christian subjects. Section 2. A 
Jew may be appointed to any office or employment, the functions of 
which do not comprehend the exercise of any of the judiciary or ex- 
ecutive power, or of the police. Jews are also excluded Entia from 
any direction or interference in the departments of public worth 
or public instruction. Jews may be admitted at the universities if 
their statutes do not oppose it, as associates, and ordinary and extra- 
ordinary professors in medicine, mathematics, the aal sciences 
geography, and the languages, They shall remain excluded from all 
other branches of education in the Universities —they cannot form 
part of the academic senate, nor exercise the functions of dean 
rectors, or pro-rectors. Jews may be admitted as teachers in the 
schools of art, manufacture, commerce, and navigation, In all other 
respects the nominations of Jews to offices of teachers remain con 
fined to the Israelite establishments for Public instruction Section 
3. Jews shall remain deprived of the power of exercisin re resenta 
tive rights, If these rights arise out of the posession a real ro- 
perty, the exercise thereof shall remain suspended so long as the a 
perty is in the possession of a Jew, The same provisions shall be 
applicable to the patronage and management of the roperty of the 
church. Jews cannot exercise personally any office af KETER, or 
police; nevertheless, they may nominate a judge and PATTE E p 
of police. Jews being proprietors of real property shall continue to 
bear all the charges resulting from the above-mentioned rights 
When the patronage shall belong to a commune, the Jewish inhabi

On the 
night of the 2lst, five days after she had left Liverpool, a three- 
masted vessel was observed bearing down upon her, ‘The crew, se- 
ven in number, attempted to get clear, but in a few moments the 
vessels came in contact with frightful force, the bows of the larger 
ship carrying away the whole of the larboard side of the schooner, 
which, filling almost immeciately, foundered in sixty fathoms water, 
Two of the crew of the Albatross succeeded;in saving themselves 
by laying hold of the rigging of the ship, and were preserved. The 
other poor fellows perished in the schooner. The vessel which 
came in contact was a Spanish ship named the Nonpareil, bound 
for Port-au-Prince, in the Island of St. Domingo. She conveyed 
the two survivors to that place, and their distressed condition being 
relieved, arrangements were made for their safe return to England. 

Irswicu. — On Friday last another prisoner effected his escape 
from Springfield county gaol, owing to the facilities afforded by the 
extensive alterations going on there for the purpose of adapting it to 
the separate system.

Suipmenr or Arms.— The Lords of the Treasury have caused ore 
of their secretaries to state to the commissioners of customs, thet 
with reference to their lordships’ letter, dated July 21, 1845, desiring 
that the board would take the necessary steps to have early informa- 
tion given to the Foreign Office of all shipment of arms destined for 
the ports of Spain and Portugal which should be made at any of the 
ports of the United Kingdom, he has been commanded by their 
lordships to acquaint them that they do not consider it necessary that 
the returns in question should be continued to be prepared and for- 
warded as directed in the order alluded to. 

Duet werwern Two Sattors.—A conflict of a most sanguinary 
and savage character took place on Sunday evening last, near the 
Dingle, Lancashire, between two Neapolitan sailors, A person who 
was passing saw six men in a hollow, a short distance from the ‘Toad, 
and on going up ascertained that they were just terminating a duel, 
which had been fought between two of them. The contest must 
have been a most desperate one, as the men were almost covered with 
blood. One of the duellists was taken to the Southern Hospital. 
He has two wounds on the head, and one of his arms is almost cut 
to pieces, so much so that amputation of the limb will be necessary. 
His opponent made his way down to the Prince's Dock, Liverpool, 
and was sent in a car to the Northern Hospital. He has a wound 
on the side of the head, running in an oblique direction under the 
chin, about seven or eight inches in length; it is of considerable 
depth, and the head is partially severed from the body; the jugular 
vein has, however, escaped with only a slight scratch. When brought 
to the hospital he presented a frightful spectacle; his recovery is 
considered doubtful. The two men are sailors, and belong to the 
ship Regina Ceeli; it is supposed they had quarrelled on board ship, 
and had, after the custom of their own country, resorted to this me- 
thod of settling their dispute. Neither of them can speak a word of 
English. The knives used on the occasion were sailors’ clasp knives, 
but unlike those in use by our English seamen, having long blades, 
and pointed. 

Discovery or Treasure, —Lately a poor countryman, residing in 
the neighbourhood of Larne, Ireland, while crossing the Star Moss, 
in jumping “ from tummock to tummock,” to save his feet from wet, 
kicked out three or four gold “spade” guineas, a circumstance 
which, as may naturally be supposed, attracted his attention to the 
spot, where, after a very short search, his labours were rewarded by 
the discovery of “44 full weights,” Scarcely able to comprehend 
his good luck, he brought the guineas to the nearest banker, who 
gave him the full value in paper. Next dav he returned to the spot, 
resumed his labours, and was rewarded by the discovery of 56 more 
guineas. These coins, fit is thought, were hidden in the moss by 
some of our infatuated countrymen during the rebellion. 

A Norra Exire. — The “Eco del Comercio” announces that 
General Espartero, having found his income too small to enable him 
to continue to live in London, has determined to take up his resi- 
dence in Switzerland. It adds, that when Queen Victoria and her 
minis‘ers became acquainted with the pecuniary position of the il- 
lustrious personage, they offered him an annual pension of 10,000 
Spanish dollars, about 20007. ; “but,” it says, “he refused to accept 
it, after expressing, with all the warmth of his heart, his most grateful 
thanks for such a gracious and signal distinction, 

Tue Great Britain, — Notwithstanding the heavy gale of Wed- 
nesday, the stones and wedges contrived by the Messrs. Bremner did 
their duty well. Considerable apprehension was entertained until 
the storm subsided, when, upon examination, it was found that the 
ship had altered her position only in a slight degree; this was to be 
attributed tə the upsetting of the sea-side lever, and the displacement 
of some of the wedges, and probably the stones also, which latter has 
frequently happened after a heavy sea. Irom the time Captain 
Claxton adopted the plan, early in April, the tides have been un- 
favourable for the outside work, in consequence of the weather not 
allowing them to ebb to their usual distance. However, at the 
farthest, the ship is expected to be floated off on Saturday. Even 
though the tides should be unfavourable for this purpose, so anxious 
is Capt., Claxton to have her away, that he is determined to meet any 
leakage by the aid of pumps. One of these, called a Marsh pump, 
capable of discharging three tons in a minute, has been already 
shipped, and two larger ones on the same model are being prepared. 

Sap CATASTROPHE, — On Friday, last week, Peter Hair, a poor 
Irishman, after lodging all night with his children, two boys and a 
girl, at Lochise, near New Abbey, took the road with them in the 
morning in the direction of Carsethorn, N.B. The party took a 
near cut across the sands, the father allowing the children to amuse 
themselves at the water’s edge while.he was hawking wares in the 
village. While the heedless trio were engrossed gathering shells on 
the sandbanks the tide was creeping up stealthily and cutting them 
of from the main land. At last the children were aroused by the 
rushing waters, and quite bewildered and ignorant of the locality, 
they ran from the still uncovered ground which they cccupied inio 
the tide. The distracted father soon joined them, and did his best 
to save them. He caught hold of the two youngest, and made a 
desperate attempt to bring them on shore, but from sheer exhaustion 
he had to let go. The eldest boy, who could swim a little, managed 
to keep his head above water for a while, but his strength was in- 
sufficient to strive against the tide. A boat, manned by Captain 
Blair, reached the place too late to save the children, but in time to 
take in the old man, who but for it must shortly have perished. He 
was conveyed to the Caise, and, on being brought to consciousness, 
his agony Was extreme. Afier the tide had ebbed the bodies were 
discovered, T'he two youngest lay locked in each other’s arms, at a 
little distance from the scene of their death, while the body of the 
eldest chiid was found at a distance of half a mile below. 

Muniricent Donation. — The managers of the House of Re- 
covery at Paisley have had in contemplation the converting of that 
establishment from a mere fever hospital into a regular infirmary for 
the admission of people suffering from every description of disease. 
At the time these proposals were first brought before the public, 
Mr. Hastie intimated that as soon as the directors were prepared to 
go into the contemplated alteration he would present them with 300/ 
to assist them. Without waiting for the projected alteration he has 
this week transmitted the 3002, he had previously promised, and ge- 
nerously added another 200. to it. 

Tre Present Monetary SysreM.—An Anglo-American house, 
known and respected for many years equally for prudence and 
ability, for unimpeachable credit and substantial capital, acting 
almost, if not altogether, as a house of agency, have orders from their 
correspondents in the United States to ship goods to the amount of 
50,0004, Upon these orders comes the Bank screw, when their ex- 
ecution is at once abandoned, and advice sent out accordingly. 
“ Whatever our means,” said one of the partners (the partners are 
English), “we cannot afford to be victimised by these currency 
caprices and convulsions. Ouragency profit is 24 per cent. ; we pay 
for what we purchase in fourteen days; in six weeks,we should receive 
bills on England trom our friends on the other side, parties of un- 
doubted credit; but by the time they reach us it is not at all im- 
probable that we may be in the midst of a money panic, with the 
rates of discount at 15 or 20 per cent. for high class paper, as in 
April last, if discounts are attainable at all.” é Now 50,000/. of ex- 
ports would have balanced the same amount of imports received, and 
the difference to the Bank and the country betwixt paying out 
50,0001. in hard money and having it in hand, is pretty much the 
same as 100,000/. The house rationally concluded that for 2h per

THE CHINESE JUNK “ KEYING.” 


In anticipation of the actual appearance of the Keying on our 
shores, we are enabled, through the kindness of the Editor of the 
“« New York Herald,” to give our readers a sketch of this interesting 
vessel, with that gentleman’s account of his visit on board :— 


On nearing the “ Keying,” called in Chinese 
something like “ Hobblee,” the first points 
which attract the attention are the peculiar 
formation of her sides, stern, and bow. The 
centre of the sides are low, while her poop and 
forward decks are very much elevated, The 
sides are ornamented with'Chinese painted mats, 
representing shields, and with curiously wrought 
colours displayed in white, black, and red. Near 
he bow on either side is drawn a large eye, as 
though it was designed for the “ Keying” to 
look a head as well as to sail. It may also be 
recollected that the “ Keying” is nearly square 
än front and rear, and has a huge stick o tim- 
ber hanging loose and perpendicular at the stern, 
which is lowered or raised by rattan cordage 
roperly attached. To this huge piece of timber 
i attached a perforated rudder, which can be let 
down twenty-two feet into the water. This 
curious rudder serves the purpose of a keel, as 
the yessel itself has scarcely any worthy the name. 
She has two anchors made of iron wood, and 
the flukes guarded with iron points. Theshape 
of the anchors is that of a bearded arrow head, 
the flukes forming acute angles with the main 
shaft of the anchor. She has four long wooden 
swindlasses on board, placed near midships with 
one in the front of her bow at top, for easin 
the anchor when cast off. All her ropes and’ 
cables are curiously formed of rattan and other 
native fibrous materials, and appeared very 
strong. Her centre and main mast are formed 
from teak wood trees as they grew in the forest, 
the outer surface being only polished. The 
slight natural curves of the trees were preserved 
in the masts, The sails are composed of a kind 
of India matting, and when unfurled are kept 
stretched by the use of bamboo rods, As the 
Chinese do not like going aloft, they do all their 
reefing of sails, &c. on deck. So much for the 
external appearance of this bit of architectural 
contrivance from the Celestial Empire. It is on 
examining the interior the chief wonder com- 
mences. We laboured under the double disad- 
vantage of neither understanding Chinese, their 
nautical phrases, (or indeed, thenautical phrases, 
to any extent, of any nation,) and we can only 
describe things as they appeared to us for the 
moment, which must also be brief, for we have 
no room to tell of all we saw. As to the thirty- 
five Chinamen on board, we presume they were 
as respectably dressed and as good logokmg as 
persons of the same rank appear in the ancient 
empire. Many of them wore short big trousers, 
loose cotton jackets, and carried small; flat caps 
on shaven heads, Some of their perukes reached in plaits nearly to their heels. 
Their features were striking, and like all good looking Chinamen, their eyes 
seemed set in angles, like the letter V, the nose commencing at the point of 
the V. We were shown many curiosities on board. Among the animals we saw 
two Chinese dogs, with tongues nearly as black as ink, and the whole inside of 
their * chops’? looking as though they had been lapping a soup made of lamp- 
black, and this colour was perfectly natural. These dogs were tbe remnants 
of six others. There was also a monkey, the last of a colony shipped on board. 
There was also a flock of pigeons, all the way from Chin flying about the vessel. 
The China cook had made way with the pigs. In the saloon, the greatest num- 
ber of inanimate curiosities were to be seen. We were amused with Chinese 
invitation and visiting cards, which consisted of thin wooden boards, about a 
foot wide and about six feet long. ‘These, when used, are carried on the shoul- 
ders of men through the streets. The name, or message, is inscribed in large 
letters on one side of the board. In the same room were curious specimens of 
carved wood-work, zenresehting a man on horseback, and the likeness of a 
Chinese dignitary. There were also two fishermen, carved from the roots of a 
tree, while the general arrangements of the roots were not disturbed. There 
were, also, specimens of Chinese double swords, or of two swords fitted together 
jn the same scabbard; also Chinese muskets, with their curious matchlocks. 
In this saloon we also saw the gilded image of “ Josh,” a Chinese idol, in the 
form of a woman, with eighteen arms, in every hand of which was held some- 
thing different from the others. In front of the idol were two small images 
looking as if they were priests, one of whom was prepared for holding alight, an 
the other with the hands clasped, seemed to be in the attitude of prayer. In a 
room on the poop deck we saw another idol called the “‘ Sea Josh,” or ‘* Sinhow,” 
as well as we could understand the term. In this room were some paintings of 
fine Chinese ladies in full length, one of whom was in the attitude of smoking an 
opium pipe. There were also specimens of curiously formed opium pipes on 
board. We saw nota particle of glass about the vessel. There were akylight 
frames above the saloon, or poop deck room, formed of cut thin pieces of oyster 
sholls, or coarse pearl shells, and fitted in wooden frames, a foot or two wide

Rome.— Minardi, who is now a prisoner in the castle of St. Angelo, 
having been known to be one of the chief agents in the co 
which has been detected and defeated, has been offered a pardon on 
the condition of his surrendering the names of his fellow-conspi- 
rators, and giving to the government a full confession of the plot. 
It is stated that he has already made some revelations, in consequence 
of which several arrests have been made. In general, the greatest 
secresy is observed respecting the Investigation which is in progress, 
and hence the many contradictory reports which are in circulation. 
The Pope has conferred the most extensive powers on M. Morandi, 
the pro-governor of Rome, to prosecute this affair, 

Intelligence has been received of the nomination of the provincial 
deputies, who are to meet in that city in November, and to form a 
representative council. ‘The mode of selection is as follows:—The 
provincial governor or legate sends a list of names to the cardinal 
secretary of state, among which the latter ‘selects the deputy. Al- 
though the principle ot popular election is not thus brought into 
play, still it is an important step towards a representative system, 
and will doubtless, in due time, ripen into an elective system, more 
or less popular. Twenty-three deputies have been thus appointed, 
representing the provinces of the states of the church. Of these Rome 
has five, four for the city and one for the suburbs; Bologna has two, 
and each of the provinces one, 

Nartes. — The Neapolitan Government has sent a note to Rome 
against the expulsion of M. Grasselini, who, it is said, demands an 
inquiry. Letters from Naples of the 24th mention that great dis- 
content prevails in Sicily, proceeding from the pressure of the new 
taxes and the cupidity at the public functionaries, 

Austria., — Duke William of Brunswick was, at the end of the 
last month, at Vienna, treating personally with Prince Metternich 
on the succession to the duchy of Brunswick of any son which he 
(Duke William) may eventually have, It was believed the Austrian 
cabinet would not alter the decision already come to on this point. 

Austria.—The funeral took place of ‘the murdered priest, the 
Rev. Peter Palawsky, on the 25th inst. The church which had been 
desecrated was consecrated in the Morning by the resident arch- 
bishop. The murderer, who was actually one of the choristers, pre- 
cipitated himself into the Danube immediately after the perpétration 
of the deed. His body was picked up below Presburg. 

Potann.—The interrogatory of the principal prisoners in the 
affair of the revolution in Prussian Poland having terminated on the 
5th, the attorney-general of the crown addressed the courtin a speech 
of three hours, in which he gave On analysis of the interrogatory, 
and maintained that they had been guilty of high treason. He called 
for the application of the law against them, 

Russia. —A treaty between Russia and Norway, signed on the 1st 
of June, has just been published, by which it is determined, for the 
future, that the boundaries between Russia and Norway, as laid down 
by the agreements of 1826 and 1846, shall every twenty-five years be 
subject to a revision for renewing the boundary lines by commission-

Sourn Austrartia.—News from this colony to the 20th of March 
have arrived. Two vessels had just disembarked emigrants to the 
number of 400, all English, and of a better class than usual, Another 
vessel had landed a number of German peasants, who had all paid 
their passage, and were understood to bring more money with them 
than any emigrant ship had imported for years. ‘The emigrants were 
all healthy, ‘The official return of exports for the year 1846 showed 
a total value of 287,059/. against 131,800/. in 1845, The value of 
exports for the last quarter of 1846 was 128,6812., not much short of 
the total value for 1845, The legislature was busy revising the 
Pound Regulation Act. The news that the “royalty” on minerals 
was not to be insisted on, had given general satisfaction; but a hint 
from the government about the repayment of the debt of 85,800/. had 
been less graciously received. i 

Careg or Goon Horr. — From the frontier there are some indi- 
cations of alarm at the open state of the country. It is impossible 
for isolated families within twenty miles of the border.to feel other- 
wise than insecure at this moment. At no former period have the 
prospects of the eastern districts been more gloomy. It is now per- 
fectly clear that guns are becoming more and more the choice 
weapons of the natives. No human power can prevent this, how- 
ever much to be execrated the parties may be that supply them. The 
Caffres, in their persons, are strong and active; in their tempers, 
daring and resolute. With the weapon that enabled the civilised 
nations to overpower the savage and barbarian, they are rapidly ac- 
quiring skill aud mastery in its management. In such circum- 
stances it is impossible to view the contest now raging on the frontier 
without painful apprehensions. ‘The feeling of security on this side 
is gone, and never can return until Caffreland, with all its inhabitants, 
becomes an integral part of this colony, as Wales and the Highlands 
of Scotland became incorporated with the larger and more advanced 
communities before whom the untamed Celt had retreated to the 
fastnesses of the mountains. 

In the neighbourhood of the Kalumna, a small stream to the east 
of the Keiskamma, the Kaflirs had made several incursions, and cap- 
tured cattle, which, however, had been generally retaken. In one o 
these forays, a Kaflir named Zandama, was killed, and many were 
wounded. These depredations have been committed in the lower 
part of the boundary, where the missionary post, called Wesleyville, 
was established. In the upper part of the boundary, the state of af- 
fairs with the Gaika, Slambic, and Kreli's Kaflire is equally unsatis- 
factory. The tribes must be punished and humbled in the true 
meaning of the word, and then ruled with firmness and justice. ‘The 
plan of giving the Kaffirs tickets of registration has signally failed, 
as might have been expected. The ticket was used as a safe-conduct 
pass when occasion suited, and thus became the means by which 
fraud and deception were successfully practised,

This 
enraged them, and taking up a heavy bar, they struck him on the 
head so violently, that he fell bleeding and senseless in the boat, and 
expired the next morning. ‘Ihree of the murderers have been 
taken. 

A severe article in one of the Paris papers against the overn- 
ment, declares that M. Guizot and his colleagues — in the unfounded 
hope of pleasing the great Powers of the Continent to such an ex- 
tent as to be able to form a counter alliance to England — have done 
every thing in their power to prevent the march of liberty in Italy, 
Portugal, and Spain; and that now having failed in their efforts,

Sir Henry Pottinger is 
proceeding cautiously in the difficult task entrusted to him, but it 
seems by no means likely that he will have broken the neck of 
his difficulties before the arrival of the illustrious Sir Harry 
Smith, who has been appointed his successor. Sir Harry’s ap- 
pointment is the reward of his services in India, and must be 
considered an appropriate one when his experience at the Cape of 
Good Hope is considered. He was for some years commanding 
the forces on the troublesome frontier. Sir H. Pottinger goes to 
Madras as governor. He has long coveted an appointment of 
that nature in the country in which he so long distinguished 
himself. 

The appointment of the Earl of Dalhousie to the government 
of India is much canvassed in political circles. As the noble 
earl has no personal fitness for the office beyond certain habits of 
business, the appointment is regarded in the light of a double 
(Whig) concession to Peel and the Duke of Wellington. Lord 
Dalhousie was, it will be remembered, one of the members of the 
late Government, and 7s connected with the Duke by his (the 
Earl’s) marriage to the sister of the Marchioness of Douro. It is 
fortunate that Lord Hardinge has left but little for Lord Dal- 
housie to do beyond furthering the existing plans for local 
improvement, 
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THE CURRENCY. 

WE are anxious that the so-called depreciation of the currency, 
to which we recently referred, as being experienced prior to 1797, 
when the national debt stood at three hundred and ninety-three 
millions, should be correctly understood, as well as that larger 
depreciation which took place under the legal-tender paper money 
system, prevailing during the period the national debt rose to 
eight hundred millions, namely, between the years 1797 and 1815. 

The first depreciation, that before 1797, was mainly expressed 
in silver coins of diminished value, being worn and clipped to a 
degree that some now living remember. Then silver was a legal 
payment for sums of twenty-five pounds by tale. Besides this, 
there were Bank issues of paper money and Exchequer bills, 
which, being issued by Government, were, in fact, money. Under 
this system, gold being requisite for the calls of war, could not be 
retained in the country at the Mint price, and the Bank Restric- 
tion Act of 1797 became necessary, and the national industry was 
relieved. 

The annual taxation for several years succeeding this event 
averaged sixty millions or more, and this paid by a population 
little more than half what it is at present; and the surplus capital 
of the country was sufficient for the loans to Government, which 
amounted to five hundred millions more. Was it not then, we ask, 
a just and beneficial operation, that gold should find its market price 
in the symbolic currency which existed —that in common with 
all other commodities, gold should rise to the level which taxation 
required ? Should not the general rise of prices, 80 as to express 
taxation superadded to natural values, lower the purchasing 
power of the circulating medium ? and if so, where was the justice 
of the Act of 1816, in fixing the present gold standard, which, 
when brought into operation by the Act of 1819, altered values 
against public and private debtors to the extent we have named — 
thirty or forty per cent. ? and which, from the nature of a gold- 
convertible currency, charged all this difference upon the produc- 
ing classes from year to year, by forcing them mainly to pay the 
customs and excise duties, without the means of recovering them 
in prices from the consumers; for let it be remembered, these 
duties levied upon production constitute three-fourths of the na- 
tional revenue. 

Bullionists are very much in the attitude of Shakspeare’s Shy- 
lock. They hold a bond, as they think, and they insist upon the 
utmost terms of it. But those who possess property in the funds 
will act wisely to their posterity if, instead of exacting these ex- 
treme terms, they reconsider their position, and join with us and 
our friends, in urging upon the new parliament a just settlement 
of the question of the Currency, now that all reasonable men are 
disposed to do right. 

Already have we heard the Duke of Wellington declare in par- 
liament, that nobody viewed the national debt as one to be dis- 
charged, or in any other light than as an engagement to pay 
annuities. We can see in this opinion the practical clear-sighted- 
ness of his grace; he has seen the debt reduced only some 
twenty-five mililons for the Jast twenty-four years. Never 
having looked at the pressure of debt upon industry ; rolling in 
wealth himself as the reward of the devotedness to his country by 
which he has well earned that wealth; possessing, as he did at 
the time of this declaration, the most unwavering reliance on Sir 
Robert Peel, a reliance that had led him to take all the responsi- 
bility of government on his own shoulders, unpractised as he was 
in the requisites for a statesman at the time, in order that Sir 
Robert might return from Rome ; it is not surprising that he 


| should have rested on an opinion like this, suggested to him by 


the author of the Act of 1819, 

But will the holder of public securities be satisfied with this? 
Would he not rather prefer the return to a just and suitable cur- 
rency, which will give a prospect of gradual repayment in the 
manner practised in the years prior to 1819; indeed, up to 1822, 
when the act of the former year first operated, and when, on an 
average of eleven years, fifteen millions of the debt was annually 
repaid? How frequently even now do we hear persons, on being 
told of the national debt, say, What have we to do with that? 
and let the fundholder be assured, that the further a generation 
becomes removed from that by which this charge upon industry 
was made, the less sensitive will they become to national honour 
in that regard. 

To us, with the jealousy we have of the national faith, and 
with the experience we have recorded, we are dismayed at the 
outery we occasionally hear at the expenses of the state, and the 
comparison that is made with those of the United States, for in- 
stance. ‘There appears extreme ground of alarm for the public 
creditor, especially when we see private repudiation commencing, 
as we pointed out last week; and most especially when the govern- 
ment itself, with the Tesponsibility of the nation before it, boasts 
that its supreme aim is to attain general cheapness, Cheapness 
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forsooth! with the ahnudl charge of nearly thirty millions for a 
national debt! Any tradesman is. competent to say whether he 
could, with a concern charged with some ten or twelve per cent. 
on all his business, engage in successful competition with a firm 
not so charged ; and whether he would not, in such case, require 
all the appliances which — a credit system could afford — to his 
finances. What credit is to a tradesman in such circumstances, a 
symbolic currency is to the producing classes under the heavy tax- 
ation indirectly levied upon them? 

Vow is the time for those who see the matter in this light to 
exert themselves, by remonstrances, with the Government. The 
directors of the Bank of England have been obliged again to put 
on the fearful screw. None but first rate paper is discountable, 
and that at very high rates; the middle class of tradesmen are 
placed in the most imminent peril ; and if an Order in council, re- 
lieving the Bank of its impracticable task, does not speedily 
issue, we see nothing before us,but wide-spread bankruptcy, that 
will shake society to its very foundation. Bullionism is now ex- 
acting its utmost demands; the Egyptian bondage is complete; 
there is only one way of escape, and with Niebuhr we may re- 
mark — ‘ Our forefathers, who sought comfort in proverbs, used 
to say, When the tale of bricks is doubled, Moses is at hand.” 
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THE COURT. 

The Queen held a Privy Council on Tuesday afternoon, at Os- 
borne, Isle of Wight. It was attended by his Royal Highness 
Prince Albert, the Lord Chancellor, the First Lord of the Treasury, 
the Secretaries of State for the Foreign and Colonial Departments, 
the First Lord of the Admiralty, the Chancellor of the Duchy of 
Lancaster, and the Master of the Horse. Her Majesty in council 
was pleased to order that Parliament should be prorogued until 12th 
of October. 

Her Masesty’s Marine Excurston.—Every preparation is being 
made in Scotland to receive the royal party with all befitting honour. 
The most active preparation has also been made at the Marquis of 
Abercorn’s seat, on Loch Laggan, by the noble marquis himself, who 
is there personally superintending, as also at the various points on 
the route thither at which the royal squadron will touch. 

The several steamers that sail with her Majesty have been supplied 
with some additional blue-lights, port-fires, rockets; and the Scourge 
has taken on board some live shells. ‘The fleet consists of the royal 
yacht, Victoria and Albert, Saman Lord A. Fitzclarence; the Fairy, 
screw-steam tender, Acting Master Commander Forster; the Un- 
dine steam-tender, Master Commander Allen; the Black Eagle, 
steam-yacht, Master Commander Cook. 

The royal squadron will reach Falmouth on Thursday evening, 
and leave the next morning for Milford; anchor there on Friday 
night, and depart on Saturday morning; reach Cross Roads, near 
Beaumaris, and anchor there on Saturday night. After passing 
through the Menai Straits, and having cleared the Ormes Head, the 
fleet will shape across the Irish Sea to the Isle of Man, where it is 
stated the Queen will land, It is expected the squadron will arrive 
at Loch Ryan on Sunday night, and having been up the Clyde ta 
Dumbarton, and round by the Isles of Bute to Loch Gilp Head an 
Monday night, her Majesty proceeds through the Crinan Canal to 
Staffa and Iona and to Fort William, Inverness-shire. On Tuesday 
the royal party will land at the Castle of Inverlochy, and proceed to 
Ardverekie Lodge, on Loch Laggan, the bu nting seat and forest of 
the Marquis of Abercorn, 

Among other things which the noble marquis has provided for the 
comfort and convenience of her Majesty in enjoying the sublime 
scenery with which the neighbourhood of Loch Laggan abounds, is 
a very splendid rowing boat, constructed by Thompson, of Rother- 
hithe. This boat is 32 feetin length and 6 fect in breadth, is in- 
tended to be rowed by six men double-banked, and will afford suit- 
able accommodation for eight persons. She is one of the finest 
models of a rowing-boat ever seen, and is so constructed as not to 
draw more than twelve inches of water when filled. Forward her 
bow is remarkably fine, and continues so for one. third of her length, 
when the ETIC opening out from the bow is nicely carried to the 
extreme breadth, and her stern is finished off in the most handsome 
style. She is painted with great taste. Outside the upper strakes 
are painted jet black, with two neat gilt mouldings, and below the 
gunwhale she is wainscoted. Inside, the rich vermilion colour with 
which she is painted forms a beautiful contrast, the bright red being 
relieved and lightened with well-arranged panelings, the borders of 
which are chaste gold mouldings. Below the "thwarts she is appro- 
priately painted stone colour. A superb awning of rich green silk is 
fitted to this splendid boat, fixed on solid burnished brass rods. On 
the bows, on each side, the heraldic bearings of the nobie marquis, 
with the ribbon of the garter, and with its motto forming its oval 
margin, and surmounted by a coronet, is finely painted, and on each 
of the blades of the well-made oars, which are painted vermilion 
colour, a dolphin is neatly executed, and the corners of the square 
part of the handles are covered with gold. ‘This costly and beautiful 
boat is worthily calculated to float on Loch Laggan the person of 
our island Queen, and will doubtless very frequently bear the pre- 
cious freight. 5 

Her Majesty and the Prince Consort arrived at Portsmouth on 
Tuesday afternoon, in the Fairy yacht, for the purpose of visiting 
the Grand Duke Constantine, on board his flag-ship, the Pallas, 50. 
On the approach of the royal yacht, all the ships at Spithead, includ- 
ing the Russian se fachnh el fired salutes, which were repeated on the 
return of the royal visitors to Osborne. The weather was exiremely 
unpropitious, being both boisterous and rainy, and it was feared thit 
her Majesty would have been prevented visiting Spithead this after- 
noon, It however prevented her Majesty boarding the Pallas. ‘he 
Grand Duke Constantine, in order to be ready to receive his august 
visitors, arrived at the Clarence Victualling-yard, Gosport,in the fore- 
noon, and at once embarked on board his trigate, the Pallas, As his 
Imperial Highness passed out of the harbour, and through the ships 
laying at the anchorage, salutes of twenty-one guns were fired, and 
three cheers given by the crews to the royal sailor, 

On\Thursday morning, soon after daylight, the Russian squadron, 
consisting of the Pallas, a corvette, a steamer, and a cutter, put to 
sea, with the Grand Duke Constantine on board, bound to Cron- 
stadt. The Duke of Nassau and the Russian ambassador and suite 
landed last night from the Garland, and the former went to Lon- 
don, Baron Brunnow remained at Sir Charles Ogle’s residence 


until this morning, and left by express train at twelve o'clock.

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MADEMOISELLE CAROLINE. 


One of the principal attractions of Vauxhall Gardens this season 
has been the equestrian performances in the ring, and the chief 
feature in those performances has unquestionably been Mademoiselle 
Caroline, the Parisian ecuydre. : 

Caroline is an equestrian per se. Her extraordinary skill and in- 
effable grace are not exhibited in those every-day movements which 
constitute the chief merit of the profes- 
sors of horsemanship. She does not 
stand on two horses, nor leap over a 
succession of garters; neither does she 
dance hornpipes or polkas on the pillion, 
or spring through extensive hoops. 
Doubtless Caroline can accomplish all 
these feats in a manner no other eques- 
trian can approach, but they are not 
achievements in which she delights, or 
in which her real talent is fairly de- 
veloped. Itisin the manege that she 
excels—in that particular government 
of the horse which every gentlewoman 
would wish to possess, and which more 
than anything else evinces the supe- 
riority of intellectual over physical 

ower. Her seat is firm and beautiful, 

er hand light but commanding, her 
carriage, under the most violent move- 
ments of the animal she rides, exceed- 
ingly graceful and dignified. ‘The 
admirable time kept by the horse to the 
polka and other tunes, is the result of 
Caroline’s skill. ‘The action of the 
wrist, the play of the whip, the undula- 
tions of the body, are the moving springs 
of this terpsichorean essay; and not, as 
the uninitiated multitude are apt to 
imagine, the music of the orchestra ; 
for ray Orpheus, says the fable, 
could influence animals, modern musi- 
cians have not the remarkable faculty 
of governing their actions. The sud- 
denness with which Caroline pulls up 
her horse after putting him to his ut- 
most speed, was a subject of no less 
astonishment to the audience than that 
which was elicited by the facility with 
which she kept her seat when he reared 
almost perpendicularly. But the climax 
of wonder was not reached until, after a 
few caracoles in the ring, she suddenly 
burst away, and made her adieu to the 
audience in a leap over the palings of 
the circle, that a first-rate fox hunter 
would have envied. 
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WRIGHT OF THE ADELPHI. 


When Liston retired from the stage, 
it was almost unanimously asserted by 
the critics of the day, that he left no 
legitimate successor; the mantle fell and 
no one caught it. There were, it was 
said, buffoons enough upon the stage, 
men with comical faces and abundant 
mercurialism, but the imperturbability, 
the unconscious drollery which consti 
tuted the chief charm of Liston’s style belonged to no one else, 
None but Liston’s self was Liston’s parallel. 

When this dictum went forth its truth was incontrovertible. 
Wright was then upon the stage, fresh from the country, and was 
already spoken of as a most amusing person; but the practice of 
charging his parts, as the French call it, too full, and improvising, 
ad libitum, to suit provincial galleries, forbade his acquiring a de- 
sirable reputation among the bulk of judicious playgoers, e was 
regarded as a mere farceur, who relied more neon nods, winks, and 
extra impertinences for effect than upon a close rendering of the 
words and intentions of the author. e even burlesqued burlesque, 
out-heroding Herod, and lending bombast to Bombastes. By-and-by, 
however, it was discovered he had a nice musical ear, sang with taste 
and effect, and capered with an agility that an opera danseuse would 
not despise. These things gave him popularity, and five years ago 
he began to be spoken of as one of the bent comedians upon the stage,

Maddox engaged him at the Princess's, and he became the “ half- 

rice card ;” the pit, half occupied during the operas, filled to see 

right in the * Second Floor,” or “ The Graces.”

him an actor with whom Liston, had he lived, might not have been 
ashamed of a comparison.

Every day ushers in some new improvement; and how- 
ever complete we may imagine the locomotive of the present day to 
be, yet it may be looked upon by our successors as merely a barbarous 
approximation to perfection, 1 am happy to say that no expense has 
been spared to obtain the newest machinery of the day. We thus 
give every facility to our workmen to turn out the best engines, and 
it is with much satisfaction I am able to say, that our engines are 
already classed ‘Al’ in thiskingum.” After paying the workmen 
a well-timed compliment for their skill and industry, Mr. Wilson 
said that he hoped that himself and those he employed would ever 
look upon the interests of the master and the workmen as identical, 
and that if they ever left him it might be to gain higher and more 
lucrative employment.

LAW. 

Broomspury Country Court. — Hite v. Davis. — This was an 
action for the recovery of 4l, 10s., for goods sold and delivered. The 
defendant's wife appeared by the authority of her husband, who knew 
nothing of the debt, and was understood to dispute it altogether. 
Mrs. Davis, however, acknowledged her liability, and wished the 
judge to order payment by instalments, to enable her to discharge 
the claim unknown to her husband. The plaintiff stated that by the 
wish of Mrs. Davis, he supplied her with various drapery goods un- 
known to her husband, who at the same time was paying the plaintiff 
weekly for goods be himself had purchased, and each instalment was 
put down in a book kept for that purpose. In order to keep the cir- 
cumstance from the knowledge of Mr. Davis, the plaintiff gave Mrs, 
Davis receipts for moneys received in another book, ‘The learned 
judge observed that it was a debt contracted clandestinely, and re- 
fused to order payment. 

Wesrern Cincuir. — Barncewater, Aua. 9.—Maurice Perry, 
aged twenty-eight, was indicted before Chief Justice Wilde for the 
wilful murder of John Bailey, the deceased being at the time a con- 
stable in the execution of his duty. Mr. Phinn opened the case to 
the jury, and stated that the prisoner was indicted under a statute, 
respecting the killing a constable while in the discharge of his 
duty, ‘Jhe evidence proved that on the 28th of June last a number 
of railway men, including the prisoner, were assembled together at 
the George public-house, at Bathampton. A quarrel arose between 
two men named Dainton and Potier, and it was arranged that they 
should adjourn to a neighbouring field to fight. After the men had 
been fighting for some time constable Thomas Smith interfered, and 
he was immediately knocked down by one of the persons in the ring. 
At the same time somebody exclaimed, “ J will kill any constable 
that comes into the field.” The deceased, John Bailey, then came 
up in his shirt sleeves, and according to the testimony of some of the 
witnesses, said to the prisoner, * lam a constable, and if you do not 
stop fighting l must take you.” Whereupon the prisoner said, 
“ He didn't care for any constable,” and immediately knocked the 
deceased down, It appeared that the prisoner kicaed him whilst on 
the ground, and struck him as he was about to rise. The result of 
the affray was, that J. Bailey was carried off the field a dead man, 
On the following day a post-mortem examination took place, and 
the opinion of the surgeon was, that the death was caused by an effu- 
sion of blood in the cavity of the chest, arising from the rupture of 
a large vein beneath the collar bone. Death must have been instan- 
taneous. ‘I'he witnesses all agreed as to the fact of the prisoner 
taking an active part in the aftray; and it was positively stated by 
more than one that he was the man who knocked Bailey down. 
Chief Justice Wilde, in summing up, told the jury that if, upon look- 
ing at the whole of the evidence, they should be of opinion that a 
mob was collected on the occasion in question, and that the prisoner 
was one of that mob, engaged in the unlawful act of preventing, by 
violent means, the officer from executing his duty, they must find 
him guilty of murder, although they might not think that his 
was the hand which actually struck the fatal blow, ‘The jury after 
deliberating half an hour returned a verdict of “ Guilty.” ‘The 
learned judge, in passing sentence upon the prisoner, said he had 
been found guilty of murdering the deceased John Bailey, and the 
case was one which called peculiarly upon the law to vindicate its 
justice and its power, ‘The deceased was called upon as a peace- 
officer to execute his duty in suppressing the fight; and it did not 
appear that he had resorted to any act of violence, or uttered one 
word but such as entitled him to obedience, It was painful to con. 
ceive that a body of men could be met together for any purpose who 
could treat a fellow-creature so brutally, without ove hand being 
raised for him. It was evident that the prisoner was determined to 
resist the officers to any estent, for he pursued one of them even to 
death; and in his (the learned judge’s) opinion, the jury could not 
in justice pronounce any other verdict than that which they had re- 
turned, ‘I'he offence was one upon which he could pass but one 
sentence, and he could not discover in the evidence anything to 
justify him in’ believing that that sentence would not be carried into 
effect. Sentence of death was then passed in the usual form, 
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POLICE. 

GUILDHALL. =~ The lord mayor said on Monday that communica- 
tions were continually being made to him respecting the notorious 
Josph Ady, and he took this opportunity of repeating the warning 
that had so often been given with respect to his impcstures. Already 
the press had done infinite service by the numerous cautions it had 
given to be netic to beware of the imposture, but it would really 
appear, as if there were, myltitudeswho gloried in being imposed 
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upon, otherwise the trade would have long since completely failed. 
he lord mayor read one or two of the letters to which he had just 
alluded, and which requested information or redress. 
On Monday Mr. Ross, the manager of the “ Heir-at- Law Society,” 
appeared to answer the charge of obtaining money from Mr. Parkins 
under false pretences. Sir Peter Laurie stopped further evidence 


by stating at once that he should adjourn the case until the middle of 


September, as the evidence of Parkins on the last occasion was so 
much confused that he could not rely on it alone to send the case to 
ajury. He had received a number of letters from the country, one 
in particular from a Mr. Fitzgerald of Manchester, who stated that 
he with three others subscribed 20}, for a case, and that about Stock- 
ton and that neighbourhood nearly 1500 persons had subscribed for 
similar objects — that of describing their affinity to parties deceased 
who had left money. He (Sir Peter Laurie) was of opinion that 
the society had received such a blow by the late exposures that the 
mischief was at an end. ‘The society was established in the year 
1839, and he held a paper in his hand published by that society, in 
which they boasted that they had taken up 220 cases; but it was a 
remarkable fact that in no case had relief been given by it, or they 
would certainly have published it. - ‘The case accordingly stands over 
till next month; and Mr. Ross, after daring Sir Peter to commit 
him at once, left the court with the other parties, 

Bow Street. — John Key, one of the attendants in the reading- 
room of the British M useum, was placed at the bar to answer a 
charge preferred against him by @ lady attending the reading-room 
of the British Museum. ‘The compliinant stated, that as she was 
going into the British Museum on Wednesday, a note was put into 
her hand, threatening to “expose” her if she did not give 5. to in- 
duce the writer to preserve secrecy, The note contained a series of 
grossly false and calumnious charges, and she thought it rignt to 
show it to the authorities of the Museum. ‘The handwriting being 
recognised as that of the prisoner, he was given into custody. Mr, 
John Winter Jones, senior assistant of the printed book department 
of the British Museum, identified the note in question as being in 
the handwriting of the prisoner, The prisoner was committed to 
take his trial at the Old Bailey. His solicitor applied to Mr, Jardine 
to take bail for his appearance at the sessions, but he declined 
doing so. : 

Thames. — A Saint. — A sanctimonious-looking fellow was 
charged with assaulting John Tucker, an old man, sixty-eight years 
of age. The prisoner and his mother had some weeks since each 
borrowed money from the old man, and on Monday night, when he 
went to ask for it, the mother abused him most grossly, and the pri- 
soner, hearing the altercation, came out and said, “ Oh, PIL pay you; 
take that;” and struck him a violent blow, which felled him to the 
earth. ‘The prisoner, In his defence, ina whining, nasal tone, de- 
clared that “he was sitting quietly by his fireside, reading the works 
of good John Bunyan, when his ears were hurt by hearing the un- 
godly expressions of Mr. Tucker to his mother, and the old Adam 
being strong within him at the time, he might have exercised un- 
christian-like violence to the complainant,” Fie concluded by hand- 
ing in a document as to his character, which, however, the magistrate 
declined to receive, observing that he judged people by their conduct, 
and not by their professions, and the conduct of the prisoner through- 
out was a combination of ferocity and meanness, and his sancti- 
monious twaddle about reading good John Bunyan only rendered 
the affair more disgusting. He should sentence him to pay a fine of 
al., or go to gaol to hard labour for fourteen days, He was locked 
up in default.

A night spent by the author on the wreck of the Martha Ridgway 
gives an air of terrible reality to this portion of the reef. 
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We had a heavy pull of a couple of hours, dead to windward, from the ship’s 
anchorage, before we reached the inside edge of the reefs, where we found the 
flood tide coming in over the reef like the rapids of a river. On getting along- 
side the wreck, we found a rather heavy surf breaking against her bow, and 
reached the deck with some difficulty by means of an old b -stay that had been 
part of her main rigging. She lay with her bow to the sea on her starboard 

ilge. She was still pretty perfect above, her deck, forecastle, and poop, and 
even the bulk-heads of the cabins remaining. The foremast also was standing, 
but the tide flowed in and out of her below. Her lower deck, however, was dry, 
and at low water there was not above a foot or two of water in her hold, The 
reef was about a quarter of a mile wide, and ran nearly due north and south for 
several miles. It appeared indeed to stretch to the horizon in both directions, 
the breaks in its continuity being so narrow as to be barely perceptible. A fresh

breeze was blowing from the south-east, and rather a heavy sea 
running outside. The water was perfectly clear, and of great and 
almost unfathomable depth right up to the outer slope or submarine 
wall of the reef. The long ocean swell baing suddenly impeded by 
this barrier, lifted itself in one great continuous ridge of deep blue 
water, which, curling over, fell on the edge of the reef in an uns 
broken cataract of dazzling white foam. Each line of breaker was 
often one or two miles in length, with not a perceptible gap in its 
continuity. After recovering from this leap, and spreading for some 
distance in a broad sheet of foam, the wave gradually swelled again 
into another furious breaker of almost equal height and extent with 
the first, and then into a third, which, although much less consider- 
able, yet thundered against the bows of the wreck with a strength 
that often made her every timber quiver. Even then the force of the 
swell was not wholly expended, two or three heavy lines of ripple 
continually traversing the reef, and breaking here and there against 
the knobs and blocks of coral, that rose higher than usual. There 
was a simple grandeur and display of power and beauty in this scene, 
as viewed from the forecastle of the wreck (about thirty feet above 
the water), that rose even tosublimity. ‘The unbroken roar of the 
surf, with its regular pulsation of thunder, as each succeeding swell 
first fellon the outer edge of the reef, was almost deafening, yet so 
deep.toned as not to interfere with the slightest nearer and sharper 
sound, or oblige us to raise our voices in the 
least. Both the sound and the sight were such 
as to impress the mind of the spectator with the 
consciousness of standing in the presence of an 
overwhelming majesty and power, while his 
senses were delighted by the contrast of beautiful 
colours afforded by the deep blue of the ocean, 
the dazzling white of the surf, and the bright 
green of the shoal water on the reef. 

The reef, when closely examined, appeared to 
consist of a sandy floor, on which were thickly- 
clustered clumps of coral, scattered closely but 
irregularly about it. The corals appeared prin- 
cipally rounded masses of astr@a and mæandrina, 
covered with their green-coloured animals in a 

tate of expansion; there were, however, many 
finger-shaped madrepores of beautiful purple 
colours, and leaf-like expansions of explanaria 
and other branching corals. These were now 
generally covered with from one to four feet of 
water, but some masses were level with its sur- 
face. The whole was chequered with spaces of 
white sand, had a bright grass-green hue when 
viewed from a distance, and when looking down 
on it from the poop of the wreck, might have 
been likened to a great submarine cabbage 
garden. 

As I was walking the poop of the wreck before 
looking out for a*‘ soft plank” to sleep on, I 
could not help being struck with the wildness 
and singular nature of the scene. A bright fire 
was blazing cheerfully in the galley forward, 
lighting up the spectral-looking foremast with its 
bieached and broken rigging, and the fragments 
of spars lying about it. A few of our men were 
crouched in their flannel jackets under the Wea. 
ther-bulwarks, as a protection from the spray 
which every now and then flew over us, The 
wind was blowing strongly, drifting a few dark 
clouds occasionally over the Star-lit sky, and 
howling round the wreck with a shrill tone that 
made itself heard above the dall continuous roar 
of the surf. Just ahead of us was the broad white 
band of foam which stretched away on either 
hand into the dark horizon. Now and then 
some higher wave than usual would burst against 
the bows of the wreck, shaking all her timbers, 
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sending a spout of spray over the forecastle, and travelling along her sides, would 
lash the rudder backwards and forwards with a low creaking groan, as if the old 
ship complained of the protracted agony she endured.

We have articles upon the natural resources 
and peculiarities of the countries, their people, governments, social 
insututions and history, anecdotes and perilous adventures, strictures 
upon men in authority, and joint expositions of the state of colonists 
and aborigines. In an excellent article on Sierra ¡Leone and the 
slave trade, the writer says — 

Instances have occurred of slave dealing in {the colony by liberated Africans 
themselves, as in the case of the notorious Gibson, sentenced to five years in a 
chain gang, but who, through the cognisance of the driver, escaped to the Man- 
dingo shore, leaving the driver to serve the sentence in his place. Other cases 
of Mahomedans, Mandingoes, and Foulahs or Timannees, residents in the 
colony, are established, who have inveigled liberated African boys or children 
out of the colony, and sold them in the interior. Cooper Thompson reports 
from Teembo that he there found a family 0 disposed of, and had resided for 

many years, but was ultimately liberated by King Alimammee Foodi Bocarri. 

Cummings, a liberated African, on more occasions than one, has had bills pre- 
sented to the grand jury against him for slave dealing’; also a Mandingo, named 
Dowslah ; but from the manner in which the evidences are trained by the people 
in the interior, conviction is difficult, yet many have been punished severely. 

Aiding and abetting in the traffic is more than suspected, 

I by no means intend to charge the British merchant with this offence, but 
the question ts, into whose haods do his goods get, and for what purpose ? 

If the cargo be sold for doubloons, dollars, &c., from whom do such flesh- 
earned payments come ?—decidedly the Portuguese, Spanish, and Brazilian 
agents, as was the case of the Dolphin, owned by Mr. Heddle, and commanded 
by Captain Lawrence ; and if the payment be in African produce, such as ivory, 
palm oil, gold dust, how are the European goods disposed of by the natives but 
in barter for slaves ? From this itis evident that to reach the bottom and up- 
root the whole, is, perhaps, impossible ; for even the honest merchant will sell, 
and he cannot ask the purchaser, on the one hand, how he got his money, nor 
on the other side, how he means to dispose of the articles for which he had 
paid ; and if he did inquire, of course he would not hear the truth, ‘Phe trade 
may be prevented immediately.in our own colonies, yet it willcoutinus to be vigor- 
ously carried on in other quarters until the native kings or chiefs are made 
sensible of the fact, that were the hands now sent out of their differeut territories 
(for a paltry price) turned to a more legitimate tradc, the cultivation of the soil, 
mining, and certain manufactories which Europeans cannot stand, &c. &c., 
greater protit would accrue, and greater happiness be established. And who can 
say but that the very annual tribute or allowance granted to the chiefs for their 
Protection of British interests is spent in the purchase of slaves for domestic use, 
f not exportation? That home-slavery exists cannot be aenied, and how can 
government prevent it unless by interfering with the established laws and rights 
of those over whom it has no legitimate authority ? That religious instruction 
is the grand key to reformation must be admitted, yet it would be desirable that 
only such men should be chosen fur missionaries as are well qualified to reason 
upon temporal salvation as well as eternal; men who understand political and 
domestic economy — men who could, and would, convince them that they are 
pursuing a Josing instead of a winning game—men who would undividedly 
attend to their high and appointed duty, without (as some do, sub rosa) connect- 
ing themselves commercially with those very persons whose profits are expended 
in furnishing slaves for home demand or exportation, I by no means assert that 
such reverend traffickers speculate out of their calling with this intent, yet such 
is evidently the result; and as they are engaged to teach others how to think, 
they would do well to think themselves, and look before they leap, or they may 
plunge down the precipice of avarice when too lateffor reflection, and, worse, drag 
many along with them whom they could have saved.
